it is believed the highway north from 
Decatur to the Montague county line

action of the road has been neglected 
and much complaint has been heard 
against the men who have been in 
<marge of the work, but the commis­ 
sioners were not responsible for the 
road not being finished at the time 
the south end was completed. 
The 
hind ran short before the north end 
^ was reached and it was absolutely 
necessary to delay work until more 
state aid could be secured. 
Efforts 
were made to secure this aid, hut the 
state highway department dallied and 
put off the requests of the Wise 
county commissioners, promising at ii 
later day to take the matter up. 
Last 
week County Judge Sam M. Ward 
and Commissioner M. L. Hartsell, 
Engineer W. M. Smith and Professor 
C. C. Bock of Chico, *r**nt to Austin 
and succeeded in getting the long 
promised aid. 
Sixty-three thousand five hundred 
dollars of the amount will be spent 
on the road leading trcst from Chico 
to the Jack county m r , and when 
completed will' be one of tin* best 
stretches of road in the state. 
This 
road is designated as a part of the 
great Bankhead Highway.
